Washington, D. C., June 24.—[Special. }— 
Things are rapidly shaping up in the senate 
in such a way as to make an adjournment 
come a good deal earlier than has been hither. 
to anticipated. 
The corporation tax is still to be discussed 
at Jeng th, but it will not be brought up for 
consideration until all of the schedules of the 
tariff bill have been disposed of. The plan 
ig to have a series of informal conferences 
between the leaders of the house and senate 
while the corporation tax is being discussed. 
The result is that something like an agree- 
ment will be reached on the dutiable secuons 
of the tariff bill before it is actually and offi- 
cially in the hands of the conferees. There 
will thus be no loss of time, and the debate 
which is inevitable on the corporation tax, 
can proceed almost without limitation. 
Attorney General Wickersham has com- 
pleted his draft of the new revenue amend- 
ment and it has been submitted to the various 
members of the finance committee. It fol- 
lows closely along the lines previously indi- 
cated in these dispatches. It provides fora 
2 per cent tax on the actual net revenues 
‘of corporations. 
The system of determining what net rev- 
enues are, has been carefully worked out 
under the personal direction of President 
Taft himself. He proposes, among other 
things, that there shall be deducted from the 
actual net revenue all taxes paid by a cor- 
poration to state, county, or municipality. 


Provision to Prevent Evasion. 
There will also be a deduction made for !e- 
gitimate fixed charges, like interest on bonds, 
but there will be one whole paragraph the 
purpose of which is to prevent corporations 
converting their stock and indebtedness into 
bonded indebtedness and thus evading the 
tax. 

There will be exemptions.in favor of sav- 
ings banks and corporations created for the 
purpose of executing the provisions of trusts 
under wills and similar papers. There will 
probably also be some distinction drawn in 
favor of pufely mercantile associations 
where a corporate form Is adopted merely for 
convenience and where the stockholders are 

_ dimaited to members of a family or tirm. 
~ #0 ig generally understood that the corpora- 
tion tax scheme which has been submitted to 
the finance committee will be largely tenta- 
tive. There will necessarily be a great many 
amendments offered, and a number of them 
will be accepted by the administration with- 
out hesitation. There is a strong element in 
the senate and the house as well in favor 
@@éferring final actfdrr-ultil the winter ses- 
sion. 

Upon the development of this feeling de- 
pends the question as to whether the corpo- 
ration tax law will be enacted at this session 
ornot. The president seems to be much im- 
pressed with the idea that action should be 
taken at once, and Senator Aldrich and other 
leaders have promised they would push the 
matter to a vote if it can possibly be done 
without a long delay. In order to shorten the 
time of discussion they are preparing to make 
& great many concessions both to the insur- 
gent Republicans and to the regular Demo- 
crate. é' 


Taft Not Bound to Any Plan. 

The president is not committed to any one 
plan, but will be quite content to have a gen- 
eral principle written into the tariff bill, and 
the administration may in the end consent to 
& reduction of the tax because the most re- 
cent figures submitted to the treasury de- 
partment all tend to show the revenue from 
this source will be much greater than was 
estimated at first. 

Special attention is given in the corpora- 
tion tax amendment to the publicity feature, 
which really is deemed to be more important 
than the tax itself. Former President Roose- 
velt and President Taft both have been look- 
ing for some system by means of which they 
could supervise the methods of great cor- 
porations. Most of the scandal which grew 
out of the insurance investigations and sim- 
lar discoveries in the case of other corpora- 
tions were made possible because neither 
& state nor the federal government was in a 
position to supervise or control. 

In the case of most large corporations few 
men have been put in the position, either as 
directors or trustees, where they could do 
What they liked with the funds belonging to 
stockholders without being accountable to 
anybody. In the new corporation tax amend- 
Ment an effort will be made to secure legiti- 
mate publicity and to define once and for all 
the authority of the national government to 
inspect books and to supervise fhe action of 
directors and the executive committees of all 
Corporations, both great and small. 


Legitimate Supervision Is Wanted. 

This feature is one of the most important 
OMes of the new law. It will have to be 
Studied out carefully and possibly amended 
over and over again until it is shaped up 
is such a way that the supervision of the 
Rational government shall be entirely legiti- 
mate, and shall not subject ordi ary corpora- 
tions to an unfair regulation by government 
Officers. 

In collecting the internal revenue taxes on 
Spirits and tobacco, an extremely close gov- 
efament supervision has been established.

BOMB “30” WRECKS A SALOON 


Building at No. 821 South State 
Street Badly Damaged. 


HOTEL GUESTS ARE SCARED. 


Glass in Many Store Fronts in Vicinity 
Is Shattered. 


Another saloon explosion—presumably 
fired by the mysterious “ gambling” con- 
tingent—took piace at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing in the Harrison street district, In the midst 
of the old Whisky row. 

The explosion occurred in the front én- 
trance to the saloon of Manning & Bowes, 
821 State street, at the corner of Congress. 

It damaged the three story building in which 
the saloon was located. <A dentist's office 
occupied the second floor of the building and 
the south side recruiting station of the United 
States army. 

The front of the saloon and its contents 
were blown into the street and the fixtures 
of th® place were demolished. The po- 
lice think it was the work of the same 
men who have been instrumental in throw- 
ing twenty-nine bombs in the last two years. 
The loss in this latest case is estimated at 
more than $10,000. 


Hotel Guests Thrown from Beds. 

Residents of the whole neighborhood were 
awakened by the terrific report, some of the 
guests of the Congress and Auditorium ho- 
tels, two blocks to the east, being actually 
thrown from their beds. Great commotion 
prevailed in the two big hotels, and many 
guests made inquiry at the offices to know 
the cause of the awakening. 

Windows in the buildings in the imme 
diate vicinity were broken by the force of 
the explosion. On the Congress street side 
of Seigel, Cooper & Co.’s store four of the 
big plate glass windows were wrecked and 
three of the windows on the second floor. 

Windows in the restaurant of M. H. Cole- 
man, near the saloon, were shattered. Sey- 
eral persons eating in the restaurant fled to 
the street when the glass was showered 
over the tables. Almost at once an alarm 
of fire was turned in. 

In the Harrison branch telephone exchange, 
in the building at Harrison and Dearborn 
streets, there was a slight panic among the 
girls employed as operators. 

Gambling in the Saloon. 
Manning & Bowes conduct two saloons, 
one in the building that was wrecked and 
another at 258 Clark street. One report was 
that there has been gambling in their houses. 
The police, howéver, deny this. 

One theory of the explosion was that it was 
not a bomb, but a gas explosion under a 
steam table in.the rear part of the saloon. 
It is generally believed, however, that a 
bomb caused the wreckage. A fruit stand 
dealer was thrown by the explosion into the 
middie of the street. 

The windows in the restaurant of E. N. 
Rieck, directly across from the saloon, as 
well as the windows in the Dime museum, 316 
State street, and those in a lodging house at 
220 State street. were broken, the pavements 
being covered with bits of broken glass. 


CHARGED WITH 15 ROBBERIES. 


Two Men Arrested After Many North 
Side Households Are Victims of 
Vanishing Roomers. 


Ronald Reed and Lanier Watts were form- 
ally booked last evening at the Chicago av- 
enue police station on fifteen charges of 
larceny. The police of the north side have 
received numerous complaints of two young 
men engaging rooms and then disappearing 
with everything they could carry away. 
Detectives Troy and Wells arrested Reed 
and Watts in a room at 1230 Wabash avenue. 
They recovered a lot of goods, various arti- 
cles of which have been identified by fifteen 
different victims of the thieves. 

The value of all goods said to have been 
stolen reaches $4,000. 


MISSING BOY LOCKED IN CAR?

Question of Supply and Demand. 
*‘No river improvement can be expected 
to send either grain, or coal, or iron, or manu- 
factured products from the places where 
their value is high to other places where 
values are lower. At the present time the 
question is one almost entirely of demand 
and supply. 

“No great development of boat commerce 
can be expected until it is evident that the 
goods carried can be moved from the place 
where they can be bought at low prices to a 
place where they can be sold at higher prices, 
so that the freight charges can be paid out 
of the profits of sales. 

** The present lack of development of com- 
merce on the Mississippi river is properly due 
to economic laws governing the natura! lines 
of travel of raw materials and manufactured 
products, and to the existing conflict of In- 
terests between steamboats and railroads.” 
The report admits that the small extent of 
water transportation over the waterways of 
the United States and the Miesissippi vatiey, 
and its marked decadence in recent years, has 
been a matter of great surprise to many 
American engineers as well as to engineers 
in Europe. The mileage of the navigable 
waterways of the Mississippi basin, includ- 
ing its canals, and depth and width of navi- 
gable channels therein, is great, even in com- 
parison with those of the inland waterways 
of Europe, and river facilities, so far as the 
navigable channel was concerned, were good 
years ago, and have been much increased and 
improved in recent years, 


Haul Long for Population Served. 

In special cases, such as lumber on the 
upper Mississippi and coal on the Ohio, the 
individual load carried or towed by single 
boats is larger than in Europe, but the length 
of the river haul is long for the unit of pop- 
ulation served. Except at New Orleans the 
docking facilities are slight, sometimes noth- 
ing more than a sloping bank, and are always 
expensive, and save at New Orleans the 
terminal facilities, including arrangements 
for transfer to rail connections, are almost 
entirely lacking. Freight rates by water are, 
therefore, high in the Mississippi valley as 
compared with rates by rall between the 
same terminals. 

The Mississippi river, including its tribu- 
taries, drains about half the United States, 
and has a total of about 16,000 miles sus- 
ceptible of navigation. The report repeats 
what every one knows, that it is not many 
years since this river was noted for its 
large steamboat commerce, large in propor- 
tion to the commerce of the entire country, 
and it in fact was a great highway for not 
only freight, but passengers pessing into and 
through the middle west. 

River Improvement Marked. 
“For many. years, however,” the report 
continues, “ the water commerce of the en- 
tire country has been as rapidly decreasing, 
so that today its water supremacy is gone 
and this condition of affairs is well known 
not only to the Mississippi valley but to the 
United States public in general, who are won- 
dering why the river is not more utilized 
and how it can be made more useful, 

“But it is also well known to the engi- 
neering public of the country that the pres- 
ent river conditions of the Mississippi valley 
are many times better than in the days of 
its greatest commerce, the river from 8t. 
Paul to deep water above New Orleans hay- 
ing now a navigable depth nearly twice as 
great everywhere as in former days, and 
its obstruction by snags and wrecks being 
at present so slight as to be rarely men- 
tioned. The marked diminution of commerce 
under such citcumetances cannot be due to 
questions of navigation and river engineer- 
ing, and must be due to other conditions, such 
as those of demand and supply, water and 
rail competition, and of business manage- 
ment in general.” 

This situation on the Mississippi river and 
its tributaries, the report says, is not the only 
case of its kind in the United States. Even 
Chicago, in spite of its size, its increasing 
population and factories, its direct frontage 
on the deep water of the great lakes, and 
its excellent inner harbor of the olden type, 
has recently found itself in the same predica- 
ment and has been obliged to make special 
search for the reasons thereof. 


Population Is Factor. _ 
The report describes the Mississippi river 
yalley for miles back on each side of the 
river between St. Louis and the gulf as main- 
ly an alluvial valley, richly endowed by na- 
ture, and susceptible of rapid, extensive, and 
valuable future development which at pres- 
ent is delayed mainly by lack of population 
and funds. Although the large cities and 
towns of the Mississippi valley are few, they 
are doing finely in view of their limited popu- 
lation. No large amount of local commerce 
can be expected, however, when the popu- 
lation is a& low as 86 to 24 per square mille, 
of about 1,265 miles there are only seven

New York, Jyne 24.—( Special. |}—Sanford 
Robinson, who s formerly counsel for F. 
A. Heinze, and a director in his United Cop- 
per company, was found guilty by a jury in 
the United States Circuit court today of cor- 
ruptly impeding the administration of jus- 
tice in connection with tbe disappearance 
of the company’s books. 

It took the jury twenty minutes to reach 
its verdict. The penalty is three months in 
’ jail or a fine of $500, or both. The jury made 
a recommendation for mercy to Judge Ray, 
who was expected to pass sentence on the 
lawyer late In the afternoon, but didn’t for 
réasons that appear below. 

. The trial of Arthur P. Heinze, a brother of 
Fritz, for practically the same offense, was 
begun today, and there was considerable 
more trouble in making headway in that 
case, for William Rand Jr., who appeared 
for Heinze, disputed every point.

A second group of twenty-five will be 
taken to Algonquin on July 1. Then all 
through the hot summer sufferers will be sent 
to The Tribune's camp as fast as they can 

commodated. 

gi Tribune's hospital will be able to do 
an even greater work this summer than was 
gone last year. A fine new cottage of the 
bungalow type and built according to the 
latest hygienic and hospital ideals will be 
completed and ready for oceupancy within 
two. weeks, making four dormitories in all, 
with a capacity for nearly 100 women and 
children. In addition to the buildings tents 
will be set up in the beautiful grounds for 
the most advanced convalescents as soon as 
the weather will permit. 

Mrs. Laura J. Collar, for many years con- 
nected with the Chicago bureau of charities, 
will be superintendent in charge of the hos- 
pital and will have two trained nurses, med- 
ical qand surgical, in. constant, attendance.

Sherman C. Kingsley, saperintendent of 
the United Charities, made arrangements for 
the opening of the hospital yesterday and 
gave instructions to his visitors to have their 
parties on hand early Monday. morning for 
the start. 

“I believe The Tribune hospital and camp 
will do a greater work this summer than it 
has done before,”’ said Mr. Kingsley last 
night. ‘“ We will take the invalids who are 
econvalescing in the hospitals of Chicago to 
the Algonquin grounds and keep them there 
until they are restored. 

“That is the pecullar advantage of The 
Tribune's hospital. In many like hospitals 
thé patients are limited to two weeks’ stay 
and often are sent back to the city when a 
third week would restore them to health com- 
pletely.

Engineer Arnold’s Friends Blame 
Mitten and Fleming. 


SAY THEY UPHELD SCHEME. 


Minutes of Supervising Board Meeting 
Show Votes for Trap. 


Thomas E. Mitten, president, and B. Flem- 
ing, engineer of the Chicago City railway, 
according to the records of the board of super- 
vising engineers, were responsible for the 
establishment of the “ death strip ’’ between 
etreet railway cars. 

In answer to charges that Bion J. Arnold, 
chief engineer, had been principally at fault 
his friends on the supervising board staff 
took up his defense during his absence and 
dug out the minutes of the board meeting 
of Sept. 8, 1907, at which the fatal rule on 
track center space was adopted finally. 

These records show that the vote of Mr. 
Fleming with that of C. V. Weston, the city’s 
representative, carried the motion over the 
yote of Mr. Arnold and the excluded vote of 
John Z. Murphy of the Chicago Railways, 
and that the principal argument for the nar- 
row space that is the object of popular indig- 
nation was made by Mr. Mitten, who had 
been invited to attend the meeting. 


Opposed Narrow Space. 
The meeting had been called because of the 
protest of the Citizens’ association, repre- 
sented by E. E. Prussing and She'’by M. Sin- 
gleton, against the eight and one-half inch 
space between cars that just prior to this time 
had caused its first death. 

After a brief statement of the natura! de- 
velopment of the narrow space through the 
increase of the size of cars, Mr. Arnold ex- 
pressed the belief that the board had the 
power to build as if it were building an entire- 
ly new railroad, and that this power should 
be exercised in favor of a wider space. Mr. 
Mitten immediately entered the discussion 
with a request for the result of Mr. Arnold's 
investigations in other cities. 

Upon receiving this information, he said: 

** May I ask if you have asked any of these 
companies in Pegard to deaths? If deaths 
and injuries are resulting from tracks run at 
close centers, I am not advised of that fact,” 


Chances for Human Lives. 

‘* My whole argument,” replied Mr. Arnold, 
‘‘ig this, that it would seem to me that a 
person unfortunate enough to get between 
cars, no matter whether he chose to get there 
or not, would have a better chance for life 
if he had twenty inches of space rather than 
eight and one-half inches, and if it is possible 
to get that twenty inches and give that condi- 
tion we ought to do It.” 

Mr. Mitten then brought forward as argu- 
ments statements that 60 per cent of his 
trackage would remain with a nine foot six 
inch center space after the rehabilitation 
period, that 400 of the Union Traction cars 
were eight feet five or six inches wide, and 
that 805 of. the new City railway cars on hand 
or being delivered were nine feet wide. He 
contended that fourteen and one-half inches 
was the “ extreme limit of safety,’’ and that 
if any mistake had been made by the board it 
was in allowing that much space. He con- 
tended that a three inch or five inch clearance 
would be much safer. 


Plea for Twenty Inches. 
Engineer Murphy of the Railways com: 
pany, who was not allowed to vote because 
his company had not accepted its franchise, 
replied to Engineer Fleming of the City rail- 
way, who gafd that a wider space would be 
impracticable. | 
‘Tf cars are twenty inches apart will a 
man get killed if he gets in between them?” 
he asked. ‘“ With nine inches we know he 
will in all probability be killed. No man 
measures ‘sixty inches in cifcumference. I, 
although a large man, measure only forty- 
two inches, and it won't kill me. I have 
stood between freight cars with a twenty 
inch clearance. The law calls for thirty 
inches on steam railroads. Now, twenty 
inches will clear any man who gets in be- 
tween cars. If he keeps his head it will not 
kill] him or break his bones. These are facts 
I want to bring out.”’ } 
C. V. Weston concluded his views by say- 
ing: “1am firmly convinced that the stand- 
ard adopted by the board for track spacing 
is the best, all things considered, that can be 
evolved.”’ 

Then the vote that has cost twenty-five 
lives was taken.

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STRICT SANE FOURTH WATCH 


Deteetives Assigned to Visit All 
Fireworks Dealers. 


SEEK VIOLATIONS OF LAW. 


Pamphlets Explaining Ordinances Sent 
to Preachers Today. 


Detectives as well as patrolmen will aid 
in enforcing a sane observance of the Fourth. 

Herman fF. Schuettler, acting chief of po- 
lice, announced yesterday that beginning 
July 1 he will have a squad of plain clothes 
men working from his office who will give 
their entire time to keeping a watch on all 
the downtown dealers in fireworks, and in 
each of the police divisions a squad will be | 
assigned to the same duty. 

It will be the detectives’ duty to go over 
the same ground covered by the men on thé 
beats, but their work will be aimed to catch 
the unwary dealer who may try to sell pro- 
hibited articles on the sly. The knowledge 
that this system of espionage has been estab- 
lished in addition to the rule of the blue coat, 
it is thought, will have a good effect. 


Entire Department.Alert. 

“We will do everything in our power to 
make the Fourth of July as safeas any other 
day for Chicagoans,"’ said the assistant chief, 
“The entire department is getting that fact 
drilled in so well that it is uppermost in the 
minds of every patrolman and commanding 
officer. 

“We are publishing and republishing 
warnings and instructions in the department 
bulletin every day, so that every member of 
the force has the matter before him at least 
once a day, and, in addition, the command- 
ing officers are giving their men little talks 
at roll call every day, so that there will not 
be a man who isn’t posted on his duties and 
powers long before the Fourth gets here.”

Association Prosecutes Two Men 
for Using Others’ Bottles. 


GREAT FRAUD IS ALLEGED, 


Iuferior Article Said to Be Palmed Off 
as Siandard Grade. 


Criminal proceedings under the state pure 


special counsel for the Illinois Milk Dealers’ 
association, against 8. Kaplan and B. Gold- 
man, 170 and 174 West Fourteenth street, 
milk dealers. 

Kaplan was arrested during the day ona 
warrant charging ‘“misbranding of milk.” 
A warrant charging Goldman with a stmilar 
offense was issued, and detectives are search- 
ing for him. Kaplan was released on bonds 
of $500. 

The cases were started in the name of the 
Ira J. Mix Dairy company, officials of which 
allege that Kaplan and Goldman have car- 
ried on an extensive business selling an in- 
ferior grade of milk in bottles belonging to 
that concern, Borden's Condensed Milk com- 
pany, the Bowman Dairy company, and other 
large milk dealers. 


How Bottles Were Secured. 
The complaining company alleges that 


in alleys, bought them from junk dealers, 
and otherwise gained [llegal* possession. of 
them, filled them with an inferior grade of 
milk, and sold the product for Mix’s milk, 
Borden's milk, and Bowman's milk, accord- 
ing to the imprint on the bottles.” * 
Replevin suite were started a few days ago 
by Attorney Levinson against the two deal- 
ers and Municipal Judge Houston awarded 
all bottles in the possession of Kaplan and 
Goldman which bore the imprint of milk con- 
cerns to their respective owners. Attorney 
Levinson said the Bowman and Borden com- 
panies recovered more than 2,000 bottles. 


Penalties Under the Law. 


The maximum penalty in case of a convic- 


less than $15 nor more than §100 and thirty 
days in the county jai! for the first offense. 
Subsequent offenses carry a penalty ofa fine 
of not less than $25 nor more than $200 and 
one year in the county jall.  : 

The cases will be heard by Municipal Judge

“This thing of misbranding milk must bg 
stopped,” said Attorney Levinson. The state 
pure food law covers this offense amply and 
we proceecied under it as a warning to cheap, 
basement milk dealérs who gain illegal pos- 
gession of branded bottles and sell inferior 
milk under the trade mark of the bottle. It 
is a gross impositiodn and a fraud on the milk 
consumers.’

Federal indictments were returned yes- 
terday against Fielding J. Thatcher and 
Wilmer 8. Snow, president and vice president 
of the Thatcher Magnetic Shield company, 
on charges of using the mails in the further- 
ance of a fraudulent scheme. 

The shields are said by the postoffice in- 
spectors to be made of small stee! discs which 
the manufacturers bought by the keg and 
magnetized at their: shop at a small cost 
According to advertisements they were guar- 
anteed to cure paralysis, locomotor ataxia. 
tuberculosis, Bright's disease, rheumatism. 
pneumonia, bronchitis, dyspepsia, appendi- 
citis, and ‘‘ practically all other diseases af- 
fecting the human_race.’”’ ; 

The business is said to have been started 
thirty years ago by Dr. C. I. Thatcher, father 
of the present president. Theelder Thatcher 
died two years ago, leaving the business in 
the hands of his son. . 

“From what we have been able to find 
out,”’ said Postoffice Inspector Stuart. “ the 
Thatcher company has been doing a business 
amounting to something like $100,000 a 
year.” 

Both Thatcher and Snow furnished bonds 
before Judge Landis for $5,000 following 
their indietment.

EMPLOYS SON AS CHAUFFEUR 


Prefers Police Work, Although Left 
Small Fortune by Father. 


Chicago may boast of a detective who prob- 
ably is without a rival in the country, in- 
asmuch as he goes hunting criminals in his 
own $8.500 automobile and spends his money 
freely in the pursyit. 

The detective is Frank Zeis, attached to 
the Sheffield avenue station. Among his po- 
lice associates and friends he appears to be 
the only person who does not regard the 
circumstances as unusual. 

Officials of the police department make no 


of his district to run down cases success- 
fully,... when failure probably would result 
from slower methods, 

“The work done by Zeis in his car,” said 
Inspector Healy while Zeis was using the 
machine to collect evidence regarding the 
boy blackmaiiers yesterday, “‘is not only a 
good thing but appears to me to provide a 
strong argument why the city should pro- 
vide an automobile at each station.” 


Son Acts as Chauffeur. 


Zeis usually drives to the station in his 
car from his residence at 674 Seminary ave- 
nue. His son often acts as chauffeur and 
keeps the car at hand until he learns whether 
or not it is to be needed by the detective 
in his day’s work. 

Detectives assigned on cases with Zeis 
seem to appreciate the luxury of the car 
more than he, and they regard themeséives as 
fortunate when assigned with him upon a 


tances to be covered. 

‘* Now please don’t make any fuss about 
my automobile,”’ said Zeis when asked how it 
felt to be the only detective with a private 
machine at his disposal. “I am only too 
giad to use the machine in the service of the 
city, and I never use the car unless I can aid 
my work by so doing. 

"My father died one year ago and left me 
a comfortable little fortune. I am not rich, 
by any means, and I have no idea of stopping 
work. I have been trained in the police busi- 
ness and I want to make the best of myself 
in it. Then my boy is growing up and I 
bought the car to give him something with 
which to occupy his time 


Car First Used in Emergency. 


“One night there came a call to collect 
@ lot of witnesses in a hurry and I volun- 
teered the use of the car. Since then I have 
used it frequently. 

“All of the men at the station seem to like 
it. The car proves valuable frequently, and 
I have heard men say that if the city would 
provide a car for use at each station house 
many cases would be cleared up more 
quickly. Many criminals use automobiles 
these days, and it strikes me that the police 
should have machines on their side.” 

Zeis refused to state the amount of the 
fortune left him by his father. but his asso- 
cilates say the amount was more than $350,000. 

“He will not lose any of it, either,” said 
one of his friends. “ He is a good business 
ran, but he likes police work and wants to 
get ahead in it.”’ 


Fire Company Builds Launch. 

While other fire companies were spending 
their leisure time playing checkers, forty-five, 
or pitch, Capt. Conway and his men in engine 
company 70 worked the last year on a pri- 
vate launch, which they put in commission 
yesterday. They estimate that they spent 
$1,600 on material alone, and now they are 
planning all sorts of trips for their vaca- 
tions, 

The launch was drawn by four horses to the 
north branch at Western avenue, placed on 
the river, and christened the Special Call. 
It is 30 feet long and has a 9 foot beam.. It 
contains a cabin, finished in mahogany, state 
rooms, lavatories, and galley.

Murdock, prominent citizens of Chicago who 
are interested in the importation of moving

*Veagh in company with Senator Lorimer and 


offered the suggestion that an internal reve- 
nue tax be placed upon every moving picture 
film manufactured in this country. 


Government’s Loss Alarms Importers. 

They asserted that the government is 
losing a great deal of revenue through the 
custom of picture film firms reproducing in 
this country their copies of European sub- 
jects, instead of importing direct such films 
as the trade demands. Firms in Chicago 
and elsewhere which import every month 
thousands of films ready for reproduction in 
machines of various picture shows are great- 
ly concerned over what they claim is a sys- 
tem of pirating on the part of American man- 


ufacturers, which, they say, not only pro- | 


duces inferior films but damages the inter- 
ests of importers and defrauds the govern- 
ment. It was demonstrated to Secretary 
MacVeagh that in following this practice 
the moving picture concerns are escaping 
the 25 per cent ad valorem duty on films, 
thereby placing the large importers at a 
disadvantage. Naturally the latter are anx- 
ious to see the imposition of an internal 
revenue tax, in order that the reproduction 
of Europeaen subjects may be made less 
profitable to those who engage in it. 

Secretary MacVeagh, after arriving at an 
understanding of the situation, was inclined 
to agree with Senator Lorimer and his other 
callers that an internal revenue tax upon 
films could be imposed. He expressed the 
belief that it would result in considerable 
revenue to the government, and at any rate 
would serve to meet a practice which ap- 
parently is depriving the government of 
many thousands of dollars in the way of 
duties. He asserted, however, that he would 
give the matter further consideration before 
making any recommendations. 


MacVeagh Promises Action. 

In connection with the deliberate evasion of 
the oleomargarine law by many persofs 
throughout the country and the leak which 
apparently exists in regard to picture film 
duty Secretary MavVeagh expressed himself 
today with considerable earnestness and said 
lhe intended to make it his duty at least to 
@ali the attention of congress to the need 
of some improvement in the internal revenue 
laws. The secretary of the treasury ex- 
pressed himself again with great sincerity 
concerning the flat 2 cent tax which the in- 
ternal revenue department now proposes 
shall be placed upon oleomargarine, colored 
or otherwise. He has formulated a bill which 
he intends to lay before the president at 
ence, and if it appears possible to have it 
inserted in the tariff bill as an amendment 
without too great objection on the part of 
genators and members of the house he will 
ask Senator Aldrich to make the necessary 
move. Owing to instructions which have 
been delivered to cabinet members to place 
as few obstructions as possible in the way of 
an early passoge of the tariff bill, Secretary 
MacVeagh will withhold his project until 
congress meets in December if any decided 
opposition to the proposed amendment is 
manifested. 


Law of 1903 Absolute Failure. 

The treasury department officials regard 
the oleomargarine law passed in 1908 as an 
absolute failure. The internal revenue au- 
thorities are fairly swamped with .infringe- 
ment cases, and it is realized that the custom 
of coloring oleomargarine after it has left 
the factory has grown to proportions with 
which it is impossible to cope. For every 
pound of oleomargarine surreptitiously col- 
ored and marketed by smal! dealers the gov- 
ernment loses 9% cents in revenue taxes. It 
is estimated the government has lost $2,000.- 
@Q00 annually in revenue since the law of 1903 
went into effect. In 1902, the last full year 
under the old statute, the government re- 
ceipts for oleomargarine were $2.444,492. In 
1908 revenues had dwindled to $954,309. The 
nine months ending May 31, 1909, as com- 
pared with the niné months ending May 31, 
1908, show a decrease of $76,000in receipts on 
colored oleomargarine alone. 

The new oleomargarine bill which Secre- 
tary MacVeagh will propose will require oleo- 
Margarine to be sold in original packages, 
sealed with internal revenue stamps, issued 
at a rete of 2 cents a pound flat. Secretary 
MacVeagh discussed: the measure recently 
with President Shilling of the Nationa! 
Dairymen’s association of Chicago, and it is 
now awaiting whatever criticism that agso- 
elation and other dairy concerns of the mid- 
die west may have to offer. They are confi- 
Gent the plan will work successfully, not 
only to head off oleomargarine frauds, but to 
increase the government revenues at the 
rate of at least $1,500,000 a year.

SENATE AFFAIRS 
BEING WOUND UP.

contrary, as he has said in his speeches dur- 
ing the campaign, he believes that most cor- 
porations are legitimate instruments in -in- 
dustrial and commercial development. He 
has not hesitated to consent to the withdraw- 
al of the suit against the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad when the Mass- 
achusetts legislature opened the way by 
making a combination with the Boston and 
Maine railroad entirely legal so far as that 
state is concerned. 

In the same way it is not: his purpose to 
harass the corporations of the country fn 
any way. On the contrary, he believes that 
a corporation tax with a mild form of gov- 
ernment supervision will benefit the corpora- 
tions themselves and restore some of the 
confidence of the people in their system of 
operation. 

Boot and Shoe Duty Is Raised. 

Pending the submission of the corporation 
tax amendment the senate has gone ahead 
rapidly in the consideration of ‘the tariff 
law itself. The duty on boots and shoes, 


which it was proposed to reduce in consider- 


ation of the admission of free hides, was 
raised trom 15 per cent to 2U per cent ad 
valorem by a vote of 82 to 24, and the para- 
graph would have been completed if it had 
not been for an awkward parliamentary 
situation which was still unsettled when the 
hour for adjournment arrived. 

The duty on ‘sole feather was increased 
from 5 to 10 percent ad valorem, the lower 
figure representing the house rate. 

There really is little left for the senate 
to do on the tariff.bill. The leather para- 
graph will easily be completed tomorrow. 
Technically, while there is every objection 
against a tariff on boots and shoes, prac- 
tically it is a matter of theory only. Amefri- 
can footwear is exported to every country 
in the world, and there is little competitien 
here from the imported articles, with the 
single exception of.a few fine shoes of French 
and Italian manufacture, which do not enter 
into the general trade at all. 

Various senators pointed out during the 
day that we are exporting tens of millions of 
dollars’ worth of shoes every year and that 
there is no possible need ofaduty. As the 
senate, however, agreed to take hides from 
the free list, there is a general sentiment 
that the duty on boots .and shoes might be 
raised without harming anybody. 


Quick Action Expected on Oil. 

There will be a_ sharp debate over the oll 
echedule, but there ig not nearly as much 
difference of opinion as there was a month 
or two ago. The independent refiners have 
pretty generally convinced the senators that 
the Standard Oil company would be the 
greatest beneficiary from free crude oil, be- 
cause it has recently made heavy purchases 
of oil lands in Mexico and could use the 
preducts of that republic to beat down the 
price of crude oil in Illinois, Oklahomf, and 
other fields. e" 

For this reason the fight over the oil sched- 
ule will not be as long as was anticipated and 
Senator Aldrich ts confident that all dutiable 
paragraphs of the tariff law will be disposed 
of within two or three days. 

In that case, conferees on the part of the 
senate and house, who have been agreed 
upon, will at once get to work informally 
and. they will probably finish their work:en- 
tirely before the corporation tax amendmient 
is disposed of in the house and senate. 

No one wants to fix-the date for adjourn- 
ment, but the hot weather has hurried up 
things a good deal, and many of the more 
sanguine senators now say they expect July 
15 to be the limit of the session. | 


SENATE HEARS THREE SPEECHES. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] ;

Subcommittees Of the committee of ten 
sehators and representatives began work 
yesterday upon the preparation of evidence 
to be submitted to the full committee when 
it convenes in Chicago on Aug. 1. Prelim- 
inary reports have it that conditions are to’ 
be disclosed which will stir up certain man- 
u uring-interests along the banks of the 
Chicago river and those occupying land 
bordering upon -Lake Michigan. 

From well informed sources, it is learned 
that the committee already is in possession 
of information tending to show that one of 
the largest mercantile firms in Chicago is 
*‘ squatting "’ upon state land. 


River Strip Title Disputed. 

It is said an effort will be made to discover 
whether the Pennsy?tvania railroad ever had 
a rightful title to the river strip which it 
sold to the sanitary district of Chicago, or 
whether it rightfully was the. property of 
the people of the state. The strip of land, 
necessary for the widening of the Chicago 
river, stands the sanitary district at more 
than $1,000,000. 

The progrem calls for a far reaching peep 
into the right of the general assembly to 
give the Illinois Steel company and the other 
South Chicago companies title to submerged 
jands off South Chicago, which act the legis- 
lature and the citizens of South Chicago be- 
lieved was accomplished late in the recent 
session, after a strenuous and protracted 
struggle. 

It is whispered that many of the big lumber 
firms whose yards border the Chicago river 
will find they have a vital interest in the out- 
come of the investigatien and that at least 
one of the largest of the public service cor- 
porations in Chicago will have a right to 
feel concerned over what is disclosed in the 
testimony. 

Representative David E. Shanahan, one of 
the members of the investigating committee, 
said the work of the committee, as tentatively 
arranged, includes a series of hearings which 
will continue for several weeks, beginning as 
soon as the heated season is over. 


Anxiety Over Corporation Bill. 

Considerable stir was created over a rumor 
from Springfield that Secretary of State Rose 
had decided for his own.part that the Bill- 
ings corporation bill, which Goy. Deneen 
vetoed just before midnight of the last day of 
grace, was filed in the secretary’s office with- 
out the approval or veto of the governor and 
subsequently was withdrawn for the purpose 
of veto, and then returned after the time 
limit. The story had it that Secretary Rose 
holds that the bill becomes a law on July l, 
and that he will include it with the other 
session laws. 

Investigation at Springfield disclosed that 
Secretary Rose is in Minnesota and that none 
of the department chiefs in his office know 
anything about such a proposition. It is 
deemed probable at Springfield, however, 
that the Illinois Bar association, in session 
at Peoria this week, which backed the bill 
originally, will request Gov. Deneen to in- 
clude consideration of such a measure in the 
forthcoming call for an extra session of the 
general assembly. 


New Treasurer of University. 

Gov. Deneen returned to Springfield in the 
evening after a series of informal conferences 
with some of his close political advisers. He 
spent the greater part of the day with mem- 
bers of the board of trustees of the University 
of INinois, who transacted much routine 
business and said nothing of the Mrs. Alex- 
ander incident. Henry A. Haugan, vice pres- 
ident of the State Bank of Chicago, was elect- 
ed treasurer of the university, to succeed hig 
father, Helge A. Haugan, who died recently. 

Senator William Lorimer is expected to ar- 
rive in Chicago this morning from Washing- 
ton to attend the funeral services of the late 
Williagn Loeffler. 

Thomas Carey, who was chairman of the 
Democratic county committee during the 
Harrison régime, received an opinion from 
his attorney that he is the legal chairman of 
the committee, and has been since 1904. 
Carey declares he will do nothing to test 
the rights which the attorney says are his, 


Old Style Convention Held. 

What may be the only convention held tn 
Illinois during the interim before the enact- 
ment of a new primary law was held at 
Yorkville yesterday, and Attorney Carl 
Barnard of Newark was nominated as the 
Republican candidate to succeed the late 
Judge Hill on the county bench. A majority 
of the delegates had been pledged for R. 
Leitch of Plano, but an impassioned appeal 
by a Barnard supporter crumpled the Leitch 
support. The Oswego delegation, which had 
been divided between Leitch and Barnard 
on the informal counting of noses, whipped 
over-to Barnard and its solid vote nominated 
him. C. A, Darnell of Plano was chairman of 
the convention.

CHICAGO HARBOR IS URGENT, 
ROTARY CLUB SPEAKERS SAY. 


City Must Provide Accommodations for 
Freight and Passengers, Say John M. 
Ewen and Others. 


Chicago should have a harbor, agreed a 
number of speakers before the Rotary club 
last night. The meeting and dinner was held 
at the Chicago Yacht club and was attended 
by 200 members and guests. 

John M. Ewen, chairman ofthe harbor com- 
mission, was for a harbor and the improve- 
ment of the Chicago river at once. 

“ Chicago has lost 2,000,000 tons of package 
freight in the last year because of the inade- 
quacy of the river and harbor facilities,” he 
said. “In nine years the traffic on the great 
lakes has more than doubled, but Chicago 
has fallen behind, whils ali other ports, have 
gained.” 

Ald. Charles M. Foell declared for immedi- 
ate improvemem of the river to accommo- 
date package lighterage. 

“ There is one thing that must not be over- 
looked in making our plans,” said he, “ and 
that is the passenger traffic. Good boats and 
docks will attract people from the country, 
who will bring as much money into our cor- 
fers as we would get through the transporta- 
tion of many tons of freight."’

lower river basins, calling upon the latter for 
such articles as rice, sugiur, molasses, eto., 
which are better produced in the southern 
alluvial valley.” 

The itmprorvement to navigation of the 
Mississippi, the report continues, affords con- 
veniences and facilities far in advance of 
anything at present béing utilized or being 
demanded by boating interests, and such im- 
provement, practically is equal to that which 
the Ohio valley interests at present are de- 
manding for their own river and with which 
they will be well satisfied. As a matter of 
fact, there are few rivers anywhere in the 
United States or Europe that are today in 
better condition for navigation than the Mis- 
souri, Mississippi, and the Ohio, taken as an 
entire system. 

Moreover, the results obtained per dollar 
of cost have equaled anything in. foregn 
countries, population and general Busi- 
ness increase, as railroad service becomes 
congested, and as the boat service improves 
in its methods of handling freights and of 
collecting goods from the shipper and deliver- 
ing them to the consignee, the waterways 
probably will again resume their proper place 
as a valuable and economical method of 
freight transportation, at least Bor heavier 
and bulkier cliasses of goods.

Viewed from the standpoint of J. Ogden 
Armour, the whole industrial world is bear- 
ing fast toward the floodtide of prosperity. 
Europe as weli ag America is reacting rapidly 
from the businéss depression of two years 
ago. If nature smiles beneficently upon 
the land and the labor of the farmer is re- 
warded by abundant crops we may look for- 
ward with assurance to a five year period 
of industrial prosperity which will eclipse 
anything the world has witnessed in this 
commercial age. 

Bronzed by ocean winds and sun, Mr. Ar- 
mour returned to Chicago yesterday from a 
two months’ visit to Europe, and went im- 
mediately to his office in the stockyards. 

“Tt smelis like home,” said Mr. Armour 
as his touring car swung into Packers ave- 
nue and he caught the full force of the in- 
describable but powerful odors that prevail 
in the neighborhood of the yards. Once in- 
side his private office, however, he became 
so immersed in accumulated correspondence 
and other matters requiring his attention 
that he almost forgot his European trip. He 
interrupted himself in the midst of answer- 
ing a pile of letters and walked up and down 
the office whil: answering the questions of 
the interviewe'. 


Taft to Help American Trade. 

**IT spent most of my time in Germany,” he 
said. “‘I did not make much of a point of 
trying to find out how European business 
men regard the administration of President 
Taft, but in a casual way I gained the impres- 
sion that it is expected to increase the sta- 
bility of American business. 
and France. 

“The immediate future of American com- 
mercialism depends upon two things: an 
early settlement of the tariff and good crops. 
I think the tariff will be settled before long, 
and the prospects for abundant crops are 
improving daily. Therefore, it looks to me 
as if we may look forward safely to at least 
five years of unexampled prosperity.” 

It was suggested that there was consider- 
able interest in the English parliamentary 
investigation of the so-called packers’ trust. 

“It seems to me they are on the wrong 
tack,” he said. ‘“ These English parliamen- 
tarians start out first with a promise that ° if 
so-and-so is true, this other thing must be 
true,’ but so far as I can see they have noth- 
ing to support their contention that the first 
thing is true. 

Questioned About Contracts. 

* How about the contracts made by Armour 
& Co, to supply the British army?’ he was 
asked. 

‘“* There were some contracts, I belicve, for 
1,000,000 pounds or so, possibly more, but I 
don’t know much about them. I look onthat 
simply as an indication that our meat prod- 
ucts are growing in favor abroad, in England 
as well as in other countries. All Europe is 
turning to the American abattoirs for their 
supplies of meats, and I believe the restric- 
tione which some countries impose against 
us soon will be removed.”’ 

The discussiorof England's attitude to- 
ward the Chicago packers and the prospects 
for an increasing foreign business naturally 
led to @ question about the rumor that the 
“ Big Four "—being the name by which Ar- 
mour & Co., Swift & Co., Morris & Co., and 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger are known—in- 
tend to enter extensively into the packing 
business in Argentina. 

** That country offers a great field,”’ hesald, 
carefully evading a direct answer. “ It un- 
doubtedly might cuta significant figure, but 
we will have to await further developments 
before anything definite is done.”’

Members Harm No One, 


An attack on the Chicago butter and egg 

board on the grounds that it is a monopoly 
and is placing fictitious prices on all bitter 
and eggs sold each day was made yesterday 
by Edwin L. McAdam, a South Water street 
commission- merchant, who filed suit in the 
Circuit court for an injunction against the 
aleged ‘‘ combination.” . 
. Mr. McAdam in his bill declares that the 
board’ has a selfish interest in making the 
‘market quotations and for the lait year has 
given the quotations at from % to 1% cents 
lower than the products could be purchased 
for in the n market. : 

Attorney J. E. Ingram, representing the 
complainant, ‘said the fight on the board 
would not end\in the civil courts and that 
State’s Attorney Way would be asked 
to investigate and. p te each individual 
metnber of the organization under the anti- 
trust statutes of the\state. Those guftity of 
violating the anti-trust statutes may be pun- 
ished by a heavy fine or imprisonment in the 
county jail, or both. 


Board Legal, President Says. 

Frank A. Kelly, president of the butter and 
egg board, said the mémbers did not in the 
least contemplate going to jail or paying 
fines, because they were operating strictly 
within the law. 

“This suit amounts to little,’”’ lared: Mr. 
Kelly. ‘* The contention that butter and 
egg board is a monopoly is wrong. It is true 
that we do make quotations on butter and 
eggs each day. But these quotations do not 
fix the price at whith the produce is to be 
sold. They fix what we cail the settling basis. 
No one is injured by these prices except our- 
selves, and toady the farmer is getting more 
money for his produce than he ever got be- 
fore. 

“The board rightfully might be called 
a’ monopoly if the members were bound 
together and adhered to the prices 
fixed. But they can’t do this nor 
is it expected of tem. There is not 
a day that the commission men do not pay 
heavy premiums over the quotations for but- 
ter and eggs. It must be taken into consider- 
ation that we have the New York quotations 
to meet, and we cannot allow the easterners 


So, as a matter fo fact, the quotations of the 
board amount to practically nothing. ”’ 


Violation of Law Alleged. 

Mr. McAdam in his bill sets forth that the 
power vested in the butter and egg commit- 
tee by the board is in violation of the statutes. 
He declares that they may fix the prices in 
utter disregard of what butter and eggs actu- 
ally may be selling at, either upon the board 
or upon the open market. 

It is declared that the New York courts re- 
cently issued an injunction restraining the 
New York mercantile exchange, said to cor- 
respond to the Chicago board, from making 
quotations. This will be brought to the at- 
tention of Judge Petit when the motion fs 
argued by Attorney Ingram on Monday. 

The attorney for Mr. McAdam declared 
that civil suits probably would be brought 
against the individual members of the board 
by farmers and others for.amounts alleged 
to have en lost through the prices and 
quotations fixed by the board. 


VERDICT FOR UNION HOTEL. 


Jury Awards Its Owners $11,006 Dam- 
ages Because of the Leaning Over 
of the Ashland Block. 


A verdict against the Ashland Block asso- 
clation for $11,000 damages in favor of the 
Pabst Brewing company, which owns the 
Union hotel and restaurant property, was re- 
turned yesterday by a jury in Judge Free- 
man's court. The plaintiff squght $50,000 
for damages done to the hotel property by the 
leaning of the Ashland block. 

This is the first verdict ever awarded in 
such a case, according to Isaac Mayer of 
counsel for the plaintiff. The trial lasted 
for a week and the jury remained out a little 
more than two hours.

. *Jega) circles, and was more or less condemned 
by lawyers, on the ground that it defeated 
iis own ends by further complicating matters 
go that a lawyer would have to study the law 
for four years before he would be able to com- 
prehend the change. 

Mr. Gilbert’s speech was replete with 
specific instances of awkwardness under the 
present system of practice in Illinois. 

“Tt is apparent,” he said, “‘ that there is 
great injustice done to poor persons in our 
courts and that there is need of radical re- 
form, both in the laws regarding liabilities 
for personal injuries and in the methods of 
procedure in cases brought in our courts for 
the purpose of enforcing those liabilities. 
This reform should be accomplished by the 
active efforts of the meinbérs of the legal! 
profession, first, because humanity and 
justice demand it, and, second, because it 
will be to their financial benefit. In other 
words, this reform is a matter which should 
appeal first, to the lawyer’s sense of justice 
and decency, and, second, to his self-interest. 


Reform Will Help Lawyers. 


“In order to be able.to practice law we 

must have Mtigation; or at least strch laws 
as will permit litigation to be prosecuted suc- 
cessfully. If our jaws afte so framed that 
_workingmen cannot recover for injuries re- 
ceived in the course of their employment, or 
Other persons are by law denied relief for 
injuries, they will have no occasién to em- 
ploy lawyers to bring suits to recover dam- 
ages, nor will lawyers be needed for the de- 
fense of such its. Hence such rules of 
law as the fellow’ servant Yale, the assumed 
risk rule, and the rule which makes contri- 
butory negligence a complete defense to an 
action for an injury; are a disadv“ntage to 
the members of our profession, in .uat they 
decrease the business which otherwise would 
come to them. 

“For the same reason methods of pro- 
cedure in this class of cases which discourage 
poor persons from prosecuting sults, on ac- 
count of the delays and other annoyances 
to which they are subjected, are against the 
interest Of the practicing lawyer. Members 
of our profession who are employed in the 
defense of personal injury cases see no im- 
propriety in aiding their employers, for hire 
and reward in that behalf, to resist and pre- 
vent the passage by the general assembly 
of just laws of the kind referred to. Why 
should not the other members of the pro- 
fession, who are by far more numerous, in- 
terest themselves to secure their adoption? 
Justice demands it and the welfare of the 
profession demands it also.” 

Many features of Mr. Gilbert’s plan were 
highly commended by George B. Gillespie, 
8. A. Hubbard, John E. W. Wayman, Charles 
Capen, R. D. Robinson, I. N. Bassett, Su- 
preme Justice Carter, and B. F. Harrington, 
who took part in the general discussion. 
State’s Attorney Wayman made a strong ar- 
gument on that part relating to the simpli- 
fying the process of preparing and filing in- 
dictments. He said this was important, es- 
pecially in an office like the one at Chicago, 
Where there was so much work.

Attacks System of Education. 

Aside from the fact that President Angel! 
was presiding at Michigan's commencement 
exercises for the last time, a feature of the 
exercises wat the attack by Charles Mills 
Gayley of the University of California, the 
commencement orator, on modern methods 
of education. He minimized the importance 
of so-called callege activities and lamented 
the degeneration of athletics, mentioning 
especially football, and made a stirring plea 
for the classics and humanities. He closed 
with a glowing tribute for Dr. Angell. 

Upon rising at the close of Dr. Gayley’s 
address, President Angell was greeted with 
applause lasting for several minutes, 


“Too Little Time Given to Study.” 


Dr. Gayley’s address was in part as fol- 
ows: 

“Was the world of learning ever better 
worth preparing for? 

“* Why is it, then, that from every univer- 
sity in the land and from every serious jour- 
nal there goes up the cry ‘ Our young people 
were never more indifferent?’ 

‘* How many nights a week does the student 
spend in pursuits nonacademic; how great a 


portion of the days? What. with so-called 


‘college activities,’ by which he must prove 
his allegiance to the university, and social 
functions, by which he must recreate his 
jaded soul, he has no margin left for the one 
and only cojlege activity, which is study. 

 Athieties, which should play a necessary 
part in thé physical, and therefore spiritual, 
development of all students, is delegated to 
10 per cent of the students. The rest assist 
on the bleachers. The 90 per cent are killing 
two birds with one stone. They are taking 
second hand exercise, and by their grotesque 
and infantile applause they are displaying 
their loyalty. 


Praises Character of President Angell. 


“More than one professor who’was a man 
we have had in the faculty of this university. 
But one such man in especial we have for 
thirty-nine years admired, revered. To him 
today, when of his own choice he purposes 
for the last time to confer the degrees of this 
university--to him we would proffer the in- 
sufficient tribute of this especial honor. 

“To -his wisdom, to his cojperation with 
the wisdom of his colleagues, to his confi- 
dence in the generosity of this wonderful 
state, and his masterly codperation with 
those who guide her destinies; to his ardent 
soul, his burning, thought and kindling elo- 
quence, his faith that right will blossom aad 
the times uncouth amend, to his high ideal 
and his firm controlling hand we owe what is 
charactéristic in this majestic state of learn- 
ing—its freedom from prejudice, its conserva- 
tive liberalisms, its hospitality to ideas, its 
cheerful outlook upon life, its devotion to re- 
ligion, morality, and knowledge. 

“His name is upon every lip, his life is in 
our hearts; we not only revere, we love him; 
and each of us wil! treasure always this priv- 
ilege of having known him.”’

Does Not Accept Bishop’s Views. 

New York, June 24.—[Special.}—* There 
are seventy-five Catholics among the under- 
graduates of Princeton, and they are just 
as good Catholics as students in that univer- 
sity as if they were in a monastery.” 

So said today the Rev. Father W. T. Leahy, 
priest of St. Paul's Catholic church, Prince- 
ton. . The university town is only ten miles 
from Trenton and Father Leahy's church is 
in the diocese of Bishop McFaul of Trenton, 
who denounced practically all the big uni- 
versities, specifically including Princeton. 

“T have nothing to say about the opinions 
of Bishop McFaul,” said Father Leahy. “ He 
is my superior and I certainly shal! not criti- 
cise him. But what he said about Princeton 
is his personal opinion. As a priest of his 
diocese I am not compelled to accept it as 
my opinion. I shall certainly not advise 


ton. 

‘* Nowhere In this country fe there a bet- 
ter behaved lot of young men than the 
Princeton students, and I know they are well 
taught. I don’t believe a professor of Prince- 
ton whose teachings woul? corrupt students 
or break down their faith in what is true and 
good would be tolerate cord moment. The 
students themselves would repudiate him.” 


SAYS “FRATS” HURT STUDENTS. 


Director Chittenden of Sheffield 6ci- 
entific School at Yale Makes 
Comment in Report. 


New Haven, Conn, June 24.—[Special.}— 
A leading point in the ‘annual report of Direc- 
tor Russell H. Chittenden of the Sheffield 
scientific school at Yale university this year 
is hie crit'ciem of the society system of the 
school, where there are six societies owning 
their dormitories and representing property 
of great value. The fact that the school has 
now begun to build its own dormitories has 
brought the question into prominence. 

The director, in referring to the problem, 
criticises severely the society system of the 
school. He says the interests of the societies 
and the scholarship of the schoo! are antago- 
nistic. as proved by the fact that a much 
larger number of conditions in scholarship 
in proportion to their numbers has been in- 
curred by society men than by the students 
outside of the societies. It is also proved, he 
says, by the fact a good many men entering 
the freshmen class belonging to societies are 
dropped at the end of the first term or later in 
the year, notwithstanding that a considerable 
portion of them enter school with good or fair 
records in scholafship. 

Director Chittenden says such conditions 
have been demoralizing both to the indi- 
viduals, who have suffered the penalty of 
neglected scholarship, and others whose 
standards in scholarship have been indirectly 
affected. Mr. Chittenden adds that unless a 
speedy solution of this problem is reached 
by parties more directiy interested, the gov- 
erning beard of the scientific schoo! will be 
compelled to exercise its power with a view 
to remedying the evils which at present un- 
questionably exist.

* Slanderous” ana “false"’ were terms 
used by members of the University of Chi- 
cago faculty yesterday in answer to charges 
leveled at the institution by the Rev. Johns- 
ton Myers.

Remarks similar, passed by Bishop James 
A. McFaul, also were disputed, Dr. Thomas 
W. Goodspeed taking occasion to censure the 
recent article by Harold A. Bolce upon which 
/Bistiop Mcfaul's conclusions were predi- 
cated. 

Two members of the board of tru , 
Frederick A. Smith and Eli B. Felsenthal, 
speaking of the Foster controversy, said Prof. 
George B. Foster's position on the univer- 
sity faculty was not in danger and never had 
been. 


Foster Defends His Teachings. 


Prof. Foster denied implications in charges 
of both Dr. Myers and Bishop®McFaul. The 
latter méntioned Prof. Foster as a faith dis- 
peller. 

“1 never have Sa S any student's 
faith,’ he said. “1 have cverwhelming tes- 
timony to the contrary. My purpose ir giv- 
ing my cqurses is not to create religious 
conviction but to study religious phenomena. 

* it is a source of sorrow to me that my 
position is misunderstood. My appeal is to 
the man who says that In this age we must 
surrender religion. I would assure him that 
he does not have to do so, Why should I, 
who am working my hardest against 
atheism, be branded an atheist? I confess I 
do net understand Mr. Myers at all. He 
seems to me to be losing his reason.’ 


Goodspeed Calls Charges False. 


Dr. Goodspeed’s reply to the Rev. Mr. 
Myers, who is a trustee in the divinity school, 
was a series of denials. 

“Dr. Myers’ charge that the university 
is losing the public confidence is untrue,” 
dectared Registrar Goodspeed. ‘ The at- 
tendance here is increasing steadily year by 
year. The divinity and law schools show as- 
tounding growth. The professors Dr. Myers 
mentions in his accusations—Triggs, Bemis, 
and Zueblin—are no longer connected with 
the university: 

“The charges of Bishop McFaul are based 
on misleading gtatements attributed to our 
faculty members. In not one case did these 
represent in any way the views of the pro- 
fessors, but rather their observations.”

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DEATH CALLS SARAH JEWETT 


Authoress Celebrated for Depic- 
tion of Down East Types. 


FIRST STORY IS ‘DEEPHAVEN’ 


‘The Tory Lover’? a Famous Book; 
Honored by Bowdoin College. 


South Berwick, Me., June 2#4.—An illness 
lasting mapgy months ended tonight in the 
death of Miss Sarah Orne Jewett, regarded 
as one of the foremost women writers of 
America. Since last March Miss Jewett has 
been at her old home here, where for many 
years she was accustomed to pass her sum- 
mers, and it was here that her death occurred 
this evening. She was a sufferer from apo- 
plexy and paralysis. 

It was while living in Boston early in the 
year, at the residence of her friend, Mrs. 
James T. Fielas, widow of the Boston pub- 
lisher, that Miss Jewett was stricken with 
the disease which proved fatal. In March 
she was brought to her ancestral residence 
here. She was able to be moved abovt ina 
wheel chair and to receive her frreads and 
she spent much of her time in reading and 
studying. 

The house where Miss Jewett was born has 
been in the possession of the Jewett family 
since 1740. It is a fine old colonial mansion 
and has welcomed within its doors many of 
the literary celebrities of this country and 
Europe. 


Father a Noted Medical Writer. 

Miss Jewitt was born in South. Berwick, 
Me., Sept. 8, 1849. Her father was Theodore 
Herman Jewett, a professor in the medical 
department of Bowdoin college, president of 
the Maine Medical society, and a noted 
writer on medical topies. She was educated 
in Berwick academy and received the degree 
of Doctor of Letters from Bowdoin college. 
As a child she was obliged to live much out 
of doors on account of ill health and her com- 
panionship with her father on his drives 
through the country near their home gave 
her a knowledge of nature and people. 

** Here she attended the academy,.”’ wrote 
Harriet Prescott Spofford fifteen years ago 
**‘and found it easy cto write verse and hard to 
write prose and here she heard the graphic 
dialect of the country store and wharf; ran 
with the other children to mount the logging 
team from the woocs and ride into town over 
the creaking snow.”’ 

Here hardly more than a child she wasa 
writer for the Young Folks and the Riverside, 
and at 19 sent her first sketch to the Atlantic 
Monthly, where her genius was at once recog- 
nized and encouraged. She has published 
many volumes since then, and her work has 
been translated into a foreign tongue, but 
nowhere is it loved so much.as at home, 
where we have the same tender feeling for its 
faithfulness and finish, its humor and its 
pathos that we have for our family portraits. 

‘‘? was born here,”’ she said once, “ and I 
hope to die here, leaving the lilac bushes 
still green and growing, and all the chairs in 
their places.” 


“Deephaven” Her First Story. 

Her first story to appear in book form was 
“ Deephaven,” which‘was published in 1877. 
Other of her works are “ Play Days,’ 1878¢ 
“Old Friends and New,” 1879; “‘ Country By- 
Ways,” 1881; “ The Mate of the Daylight 
and Friends Ashore.”’ 1883; “A Country 
Doctor,” 1884; ** A Marsh Island,”’ 1885; ‘‘ A 
White Heron,” 1886; ‘“‘ The Story of the Nor- 
mans,” 1887, which was written for the Story 
of Nations series, and in more recent years 
‘‘ Betty Leicester's English Christmas,”’ 1897, 
and ‘* The Queen’ s Twin,” 1899, and “ The 
Tory Lover,”’ 1901. 

She traveled extensively in this country 
and in Europe. Most of her life was spent 
in South Berwick. but much of her time was 
spent with Annie Fields at her Charies street 
home in Boston or at Manchester-by-the-Sea.

DEATH OF" TAX BILL 
SEEN IN REICHSTAG 


Rejects Measure Assessing 


VON BUELOW SEES DEFEAT 


Chancellor Sits in Silence as 
Council Negatives His Plan 
After Bitter Speech. 


BERLIN, June 24.—The reichstag today 
further added to the government's difficul- 
ties in its proposed financial reforms by re- 
jecting by a vote of 194. to 186 the imperial 
‘ ministry’s bill to extend inheritance taxes 
; to direct heirs, including widows and chil- 
| dren. The president of the reichstag an- 

nounced this evening that the bill in its pres- 
ent form would be dropped. 

It is rumored tonight that the reichstag 
| shortly will adjourn until autumn to permit 
the government to revise its financiat scheme, 
but as the chancellor and the other ministers 
have always expressed a resolve to include 
some further tax on property it is not possi- 
ble to foresee how they will be able to clear 
the situation. 


Little Permitted to Leak Out. 

Other reports say that parliament will be 
dissolved, or that Prince von Buelow will 
resign, but nothing definite is permitted to 
leak out. 

Public excitement concerning the situation 
showed itself by the filling of the public and 
diplomatic galleries to ov erflowing. The 
ministerial and federal council benches were 
crowded, 

Chancellor von Buelow and his colleagues 
followed the ebb and flow of the debate with 
the tensest interest. The chancellor, how- 
ever, did not speak. : 

He left the chamber when he learned that 
the voting was likely to be unfavorable to 
his bill. The members of the house gathered 
in record strength, 381 being present out of a 
total of 397. 


Liberal Ill, but Casts His Vote. 


One of the members present declined to 
vote; nine members were absent on account 
of illness and four from other causes; three 
seats were vacant owing to deaths. The 
National Liberal, Herr Quarck, although 
seriously ill, insisted upon being carried to 
the house to participate in the vote. 

The speeches were exceedingly bitter, 
especially those of the Conservatives and 
National Liberals, who hitherto had formed 
a coalition suppagting the chancellor. There 
was much cheering, and sometimes ironical] 
laughter, as the orators ewpressed the views 
of the party leaders from’ the platform. 

The Conservatives, Centrists, Poles, Al- 
satians, and Independents united to form a 
majority against the government. 

The imperial Conservatives, National Lib- 
erals, Radicals, and Socialists voted in favor 
of the measure. 


RUIZ BLAMES VANDERBILT; 
DOES NOT MINCE HIS WORDS. 


Husband of Woman Who Killed Self 
Says Association with Millionaire 
Caused Her to Be Unhappy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, June 24.—Antonio A. Ruiz, the for- 
mer husband of Mrs. Mary Agnes Ruiz, who 
recently killed herself in London, made a 
plain statement today. Ruiz, who was once 
a diplomat in the service of his country, 
Cuba, did not mince his words nor try to hide 
his feelings. He said emphatically he holds 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt responsible for his mar- 
ital unhappiness and attributes the death of 
the woman he divorced to her unhappy asso- 
ciation with the young New York millionaire. 
“ Although I divorced Mrs. Ruiz I have 
never forgotten that she once was my wife, 
and I am inexpressibly grieved that she was 
brought to such an end by that man.’’ 

* What man?” asked a correspondent. 
**I mean Vanderbilt—Alfred Gwynne Van- 
derbilt,’’ exclaimed Ruiz with emotion. 
“Did you name Mr. Vanderbilt as co- 
respondent in your suit for divorce?’ 

“ It is not necessary to specify the nameof 
a corespondent,”” answered the Cuban. 
‘* Vandérbilt was the man meant, for every- 
body knew it.” 

“ A janitor and an elevator boy ina New 
York apartment where Mrs. Ruiz resided tes- 
tified that Vanderbilt had visited her con- 
stantly during the two years after I was sep- 
arated from her,’’ continued Ruiz.

Famous Jewel, Valued at $400,- 
000, Goes at Auction, 


BID IS FOR J. P. MORGAN? 


Last of Habib Collection Brought $150,- 
000 in Sale 70 Years Ago. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) ~ 

PARIS, June 24.—The sale of the Habib dia- 
mond collection at the Hotel Drouot today 
attracted many curious spectators, but few 
buyers, The prices were disappointing ‘and 
far from sensational, except that the an- 
ticipations of experts were set at naught. 

The famous Hope diamond, for which Selim 
Habib paid $400,000, was knocked down for 
$80,000, bid by Louis Aucoc, the official expert 
of the sale, and the recognized leading au- 
thority on diamonds in France. It is sup- 
posed that he bought for a client (supposedly 
J. P. Morgan). 

The entire collection of eight stones brought 
$124,000 less than Habib paid for the Hope 
gem alone. 

The first diamond in the catalogue, a rose 
blue of six carats, brought $5,000. The séc- 
ond, a white ,_bime, ‘pear shaped stone of 
twenty-four carats, brought $16,000. No. 3,a 
similar ston€ of twenty-three carats, brpught 
$22,000. 


Gems from Royal Caskets Sold. 


A sixteen carat diamond from Princess 
Mathilde Bonaparte’s casket, number four 
in the catalogue, was sold for $32,000. Num- 
ber five, an aquamarine, resembling the 
Nossac diamond in the English crown col- 
lection, brought $38,000. This was a seventy 
carat stone. 

A rose diamond of thirty-one carats, re- 
sembling the far famed Mazarin, was No. 6, 
and sold for $23,000. The seventh was a 
‘“‘ misregent,”’ so-called because of its re- 
semblance to the regent diamond in the 
French crown collection. It is rated at fifty- 
eight carate and brought $60,000. 

No. 8 wasthe Hope. This brought $150,000 
when it was first sold from the Hope collec- 
tion in 1839. It sold at higher-and higher 
figidres in subsequent sales, although a super- 
stition attachedg o it was to the effect that 
it brought the owner ill luck, until Selim 
Habib bought it at the Frankel sale for $400,- 
000, which, he recently declared, was about 
half its proper value. 


Stolen Pearl Is Pawned. 


New York, June 24.—[Special.]—When 
Morris A. Forgotston, who deals in pawn- 
tickets at 10 Broadway, advertised on June 
15 a reward of $1,000 for the pawn ticket ofa 
12% carat oval blue pearl or $4,000 cash for 
the pearl itself, he got no result. So pres- 
ently he sent for newspaper men. He gave 
each reporter a typewritten sheet purport- 
ing to describe the pearl and relate its his- 
tory. 

According to this document the pearl was 
stolen thirty years ago from an India ma- 
harajah and subsequently was bundled about 
the world until pawned in New York by 
somebody for $150. 

The pawnticket came into Forgotston’s pos- 
session and when a little later he sold the 
ticket to ‘‘a man from Massachusetts,’’ he 
thought he was driving a good bargain. To- 
day he was summoned to the West Side 
court by a man who said he was 8. R. 
White, representing the heirs of the mahara- 
jah, who wanted to get the jewel back, and 
thought Forgotston must Know where it is, 

White said the pearl was worth $140,000. 
Forgotston told Magistrate Corrigan he 
didn’t know himself who ‘“‘the man from 
Massachusetts ’’ is.

Judge Olson So Declares Be- 
fore Men’s Club of Chureh 
in Evanston. 


REFORMS BY CITY COURT. 


Chicago and Crime Greatly 
Reduced. 


Society holds the life and liberty of young 
persons too cheap and holds property too 
dear, Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Mu- 
nicipal court said in an address at the annual 
banquet of the Men's club of St. Luke’s 
Episcopal church, Evanston, last. night. 

“A youthful offender may be convicted for 
the larceny of a small sum and sent to pris- 
on when a good spanking might be effica- 
cious in effecting a cure,’’ ‘he said. “ Re- 
garding the probation law, I think we will 
have one on our statute books: within the 
next three years, and it is well that we have, 
especially for the young. If there is any- 
thing good in a young boy he will not go back 
to crime if held before public view by a sus- 
pended sentence. The trouble with society 
is that it places too great a value on prop- 
erty and too little on human life. 


Justice Swift in Chicago. 


“Justice walks swifter upon the heels of 
wrongdoers in Chicago now with our Munici- 
pal courts than anywhere else, because today 
a misdemeanor case is tried and finished with- 


has been committed: In justice court days 
men were bound over to the grand jury, and 
the resultant congestion was such that in 
1896 we were three to five years behind in 
the trials. 

“In the criminal branch statistics show 
that out of nearly 19,000 cases coming before 
justices in a year, but 3,000 of them ever 
reached the grand jury. Such subterfuges 
as inserting the wrong address was used to 
get rid of the other 16,000. 

“Crime fell off 30 per cent In the first 
year of the Municipal court; in the second 
year it maintained this advantage; and the 
following six months there were 456 fewer 
misdemeanor cases than during the same pre- 
ceding period.”’

The banks will operate independently, as 
at present, until all the formalities are com- 
pleted and the Continental National installed 
ynder the roof of the American Trust. It 
wil require several additional floors of the 
American Trust building to house the mam- 
moth financial institution. The commercial 
business will be transacted on the “* bank 
fioor,” while the savings and trust depart- 
ments will be confined to the ground floor, 
and the clerical departments installed in the 


upper stories. 
Deal Pleases Directors. 


The meetings of the boards of directors of 
the two institutions were held late in the aft- 
ernoon. In each one the same business was 
transacted, and the identical state of bland 
gatisfaction with @ profitable deal character 
iged the demeanor of the officials. : 

The meeting at the Continental! was attend- 
ed by President George. M. Reynolds, Vice 
President Alexander Robertson, and Direc- 
tors J. Ogden Armour, Henry Botsford, Ber- 
pard A. Eckhart, William C. Seipp, frank 
Hibbard, and Samuel McRoberts. They 
unanimously approved the contract for the 
consolidation which had been signed by Mr. 
Reynolds and Président E. A. Potter of the 
American Trust and Savings bank the night 
before. The meeting was called on short no- 
tice, but the only directors not present were 
F, E. Weyerhaeuser, Edward Hines, and Al- 
bert J. Earling, who are out of the city.

REVIEWERS ASK LAST WORD. 


Board Instructs Its Attorney to Inves- 
tigate Dispute, 


to be impending between the board of as- 
sessors and the board of review, is causing 
many corporations and their attorneys to sit 
up and take much notice. 

Members of both of the boards, which are tn 
the midst of the annua! tax tribulations, were 
extremely reticent last night in discussing 
the possibility of trouble, but it ie learned 


of review has proceeded to place its end of 
the controversy in the hands of its attorney, 
Herbert Dunscombe. 

The trouble, as reported, arises over the as- 
sessment of corporation capital stock. The 
story is that the board of assessors takes the 
position that it only i# authorized by law to 
make the assessment of such capital stock, 
and that its figures once made are not sub- 
ject to subsequent action by the board of re- 
view, and must stand as final. 


Reviewers Claim Authority. 


The boar dof review believes, according to 
the story at the county building, that it has 
the right to review the assessment of capital 
stock just as substantially as it has the right 
to review the assessment of real estate or of 
personal property. 

Attorney Dunscombe, who is declared to 
have been authorized by the board of review 
to investigate the rights of the two bodies, 
was reported to be out of the city last night. 
None of the members of the board of review 
or of the board of assessors who could be 
found in Chicago yesterday would affirm or 
deny that trouble exists. 

The difficulty is entirely apart from the 
question of authority which has arisen be- 
tween the board of assessors and the state 
board of equalization over the proposition ag 
to which has the right to assess capital stock 
of corporations. 

The assessment of capital stock has not 
been spread by the board of assessors and 
the first notices have just been sent out, it 
was declared in the office of the assessors.

The first batch of notices to property own- 
ers of the amount of assessment as determ- 
ined by the assessors went out during the day 
with the probable result that the offices of 
the board of review will be flooced with com- 
plaints within the next forty-eight hours.

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The committee on local transportation 
spent considerable time at its last meet- 
ing over the responsibility for the narrow 
space between street cars which has been 
fatal to twenty-five persons during a year 
and ‘a half. This is a question which 
could have been laid over for future con- 
sideration. It does not demand immedi- 
ate settlement. The question which the 
} committee should have wrestled with is 
“What measures should be adopted to 
prevent the extension of the death strip 
and what can be done to get rid of what 
now exists or to lessen its dangers.” If 
there is need of council legislation, as Mr. 
Bion J: Arnold thinks there is, the com- 
mittee should have discussed it. The 
council will adjourn soon for the summer 
vacation. The committee forgot that in 
the discussion of side issues. 

Mr. Bion J. Arnold has eaid that with 
a space of twenty inches between cars 
only in exceptional cases would any one 
who was caught between cars be crushed. 
Mr. Weston, another member of the su- 
pervising board, says he is not satisfied 
that a width of twenty inches would be 
any safer than the present width of eight 
and a palf inches. As engineers differ 
and laymen must decide, the common 
sense of the aldermanic laymen should 
lead them to the conclusion that twenty 
inches would méan safety for most peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Weston says, also, that it is impos- 
sible to reduce the present width be- 
tween the cars and the curb on the down- 
town streets unless the companies are 
given a monopoly of the streets. In that 
connection the committee on local trans- 
portation might consider the suggestion 
of a correspondent of Tue TRisune that 
the space between the cars at street in- 
tersections and a short distance at either 
side be widened, leaving the width be- 
tween tracks in the middle of the block 
what it is. This would not call for so 
much reconstruction, and as it is general- 
ly at street intersections that people are 
eaught between cars, the death possibil> 
ties would be greatly reduced. 


THE BANK MERGER. 

There is reasonable discrimination ifn 
the popular attitude toward mergers 
and consolidations. When two or more 
industrial corporations combine the peo- 
ple usually frown. They have learned 
from frequent experience the fallacy of 
the: glib assurances that consolidation 
meant the reduction of operating ex- 
penses which would inure to the benefit 
of consumers, 

There is not a word of. protest when 
two or more banks unite their resources. 
Their action is welcomed. It is admit- 
ted that it is better for a community 
that its banking capital should be largely 
controlled by a few great institutions 
than that it should be distributed among 
a great number of comparatively small 
ones which would be less able to with- 
stand the storm of a panic. 

Sv. tho.merger of two big Chicago 
banks does not affect even the most in- 
veterate enemy of consolidations. He 
sees in it, as he would in the merger of 
the elevated roads, a gain for the public. 
And his civic pride is exalted when he 
sees another Chicago banking institution 
whose deposits will exceed the $100,000,- 
000 mark. 


AN ARMY OF GRADUATES. 

The greatness of the educational plant 
of Chicago is indicated to some degree 
by the annual output. The number of 
graduates from the public schools this 
week is about 12,500. That many of 
the boys and girls have completed a 
definite stage of work. The day of grad- 
uation is an epoch marker with each 
member of this army of students. 

In the case of the majority, graduation 
from the grammar schools means the end 
of school days. The hard struggle for 
existence compels thousands of boys and 
girls to go to work after finishing the 
grades. They cannot look forward to 
the high echool. The distant college life 
does not even come within the field of 
vision for them. Because of this fact 
commencement day means far more to 
them than to the smaller number. who 
leave grammar school now to take up 
study again in September after a holiday 
period of rest and recreation. 

The importance of the grammar schools 
in the scheme of public education is em- 
phasized by the recurrence of the annual 
graduation day. The question must come 
to many a principal: “Has everything 
possible been done for the boys and girls 
whose education, so far as the training 
of the achoolroom is concerned, is 
ended?” It is toward this part of the 
school fabric that so much attention has 
been turned by students of educational] 
methods during the last few years. 

There is selection again at the end of 
the high schoo! life. The large majority 
leave the training of the schools behind 
them forever as they carry their diplo- 
mas from the platform. They join the 
great company of workers, usually from 
comptision, and take up the serious task 
of breadwinning for themselves and for 
those who must be helped by them. 

Comparatively few look forward to col- 
lege experiences. If they were thought- 
ful they would appreciate the opportunity 
and the responsibility resting upon them. 
But youth is light hearted and few stop 
to think of such things. Some go to col- 
lege because their parents are able to 
send them. To some.it is the conven- 
tional thing to do. It is the exception 
nowadays when a high. school graduate 
goes forward to higher training with defi- 
nite purpose and determination to use 
to best advantage the chance for prepara- 
tion for leadership thus given him.

them. 

The story of the Black Hand blackmail- 
er has familiar features. It reveals the 
impressionable character of youth. It 
tells again the ‘tale of the imitativeness 
of youth. The sentiment sometimes 
prompts boys to run away from home in 
order to go out west to fight Indians, In 
the latest case it inspired these two with 
the thought of deeds of criminal daring 
and adventure at home. The threatening 
letters, the arrangement of a meeting. 
with the victim, and the empty revolver 
pointed at his body, all have the spirit of 
“Deadshot Dick of Sleepy Hollow.” 
Evidently the story of alleged Black 
Hand plots as outlined in the newspapers 
had .influence with these imaginative 
boys. ' 

The killing of the lad is to be regretted. 
It seems a dreadful fate for one so young. 
But it may serve a useful purpose as a 
warning to other boys who are cultivat- 
ing criminal instincts. The intended vic- 
tim thought men were in the plot against 
him and the peace and quiet of his home, 
The shadows of darkness serve to make 
the outlines of the figure indistinct as a 
criminal runs away from the sharp hail 
of the detective. The flying form may 
be that of a mere boy or it may be that 
of a man of 40. It ts safer for man and 
boy to keep out of such situations as the 
one in which this boy criminal placed 
himself. 

There are many gangs of bad boys in 
Chicago. They make a dangerous ele- 
ment in the community. Some of their 
constituent members are hopelessly bad. 
They have had their criminal instincts 
too well developed. Others may be 
reached by kindness and attention. The 
problem is a great one. The home infla- 
ences must be watched, the associations 
guarded, and the ever present tempta- 
tions of youth appreciated. The impor- 
tance of the work that is being attempted 
by various organizations for saving the 
boys receives fresh emphasis in the un- 
timely end of a juvenile blackmailer. 


CHICAGO TO LONDON. 

If the passage of the Atlantic and the 
journey between New York and London 
is not made in shorter time it is not the 
fault of the steamship lines now plowing 
the sea. The Mauretania has just ac- 
complished the feat of reaching gQueens- 
town after.a trip of four days seventeen 
hours ahd twenty-one wiuutes from New 
York. Trains were waiting at Liverpool 
when the boat reached that city and pas- 
sengers for London made the entire trip 
in five days dnd eight hours. 

Thig is the fifth trip this year in which 
the Mauretania has steadily lowered its 
east bound record. On the west bound 
trip its record is four days sixteen hours 
and fifty-three minutes. With the fast 
mil service between Chicago and New 
York, London is now distant only about 
six days and two hours from Chicago. 

But other improvements in service are 
contemplated. The boats of another line 
are trying the experiment of cutting out 
the Queenstown stop and of putting off 
passengers and mail at Holyhead, Wales. 
A fast train transported them to Londou 


time over the route via Liverpool. The 
vast increase of traffic to Liverpool in the 
last few years has overtaxed the dock- 
ing facilities of that port and has caused 
the loss of much valuable time in this 
age of burry. The Holyhead experiment 
is, therefore, an important one to the 
business world, and if it proves success- 
ful it may seriously affect certain inter- 
ests in Ireland and Liverpool, although 
it may be that cargoes will still continue 
to be docked at the last named place. 

It ig not alone business which is inter- 
ested in clipping the time of the trans- 
atlantic voyage. More and More Amer- 
icans visit Europe each year for recrea- 
tion. Their time is limited, and the sav- 
ing of a day or even a few hours, where 
train connections are concerned, is impor- 
tant to them.

regard to the fate of King George and of his 
sons. The position of the king at Athens 
never has been strong. The Greeks are not 
& grateful race, are singularly unmindful of 
all the benefits that they have derived from 
hig occupancy of their throne for forty-five 
years, and are also apparently blind to the 
fact that were it not for the kinsmanship of 
his family with the rujers of Germany, Rus- 
sia, and Great Britain they would have re- 
ceived far less consideration at the hands of 
the great powers and would be treated with 
a considerably smaller degree of patience 
and forbearance. 

It would be well for them to remember this 
in connection with the revival of the Cretan 
imbroglio, which threatens to cost King 
George his throne. The great powers are 
solemnly pledged to the Cretans to with- 
draw, within the next few we <:s, their 
troops, which have been occupying the island 
for more than a decade past, The foreign 
consuls in Crete have notified their respec- 
tive governments that if the foreign troops 
are not withdrawn the Cretans will 
break out into immediate insurrection, which 
would require a much larger force of for- 
eign soldiers and the expenditure of much 
life ard treasure to suppress. On the other 
hand, it is equally certain that when the for- 
eign troops do withdraw the Cretans at once 
will proclaim their annexation to Greece.

If King George sanctions this annexation 
it means [Immediate war between Greece and 
Turkey. The latter already has notified the 
Athens government and the foreign powers 
of its intentions in this respect. It takes 
the ground that it cannot, so soon after the 
loss of Herzegovina and Bosnia, which have 
been seized Austria, and of eastern Rou- 
meélia, which*has been incorporated into 
the new kingdom of Bulgaria, permit the 
sacrifice of any more territory of the Turk- 
ish empire without entailing the downfall 
not only of the present administration at 
Constantinople but also of the new sultan. 
In fact, the sublime porte would like to 
have a war just now with Greece. From a 
military point of view it would be certain 
of victory, since the Greek army and navy 
are in just af rotten a condition today as 
they were at the time the last Turko- 
Grecian war, some fourteen years ago. 
Moreover, a war against Greece for the de- 
fense of Ottoman territory would have the 
effect of uniting all rival factions at Stam- 
boul into one patriotic body for the defense 
of Turkish territory and of Turkish interests. 
The porte, under the circumstances, may 
be relied upon to do all in its power to pro- 
voke and precipitate war with Greece. 

King George knows that if he refuses to 
accept the annexation of Crete there will be 
a popular rising in Greece which will drive 
him and his family from the kingdom. It 
was solely in consequence of an alternative 
of the same kind that he gave a reluctant 
consent to the former war with Turkey about 
Crete, which resulted so disastrously to 
Greece. If, on the other hand, he does yield 
to the imperative demands of his people and 
approves of the annexation of Crete to his 
kingdom, then the war with Turkey wil] 
ensue, of the issue of which there can be not 
the smallest vestige of a doubt in the mind 
of anybody save of the foolish Greeks them- 


defeated they will, as on the previous occa- 
sion, saddle all the blame on King George 
and on his sons, the crown prince, Prince 
George, Prince Nicholas, and Prince An- 
drew, for the national disasters, and will 
decline any longer to submit to his rule. 
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King George, being rich through wealth 
not in any sense of the word derived from 
#reece, but from other sources—he won a 
fortune through speculation in American 
grain at the time of the Turko-Russian war 
by the advice of the late Gen. Meredith 
Read, United States minister at Athens—he 
has been several times on the point of abdi- 
cation. For heis heartily sick both of Greece 
and of-its people, among whom he has been 
unable to find any one reliable and loyal 
friend whom he can absolutely trust ever 
since he went there asa 17 year old Danish 
prince and British midshipman, in 1863, to 
assume possession of the Hellenic throne. 
At the time of the war between Greece and 
Turkey, and also for two or three years 
afterwards, not only he but also his wife. 
his daughter, and his daughter-in-law were 
treated in the most insulting manner by the 
people at Athens, and on one occasion his 
life was attempted by a member of that 
secret Pan-Hellenic soclety which aims at 
a restoration of the ancient empire of By- 
zantium. King George would have aban- 
doned Greece then had it not been for the 
pressure brought to bear upon him by the 
great powers to remain. No one will blame 
him for refusing to submit to a repetition of 
these experiences.

Tariff on Picture Carda.

One of our firm, just returned from Europe, 
learned that some of the large manufactur- 
ers of postcards have been watching for op- 
portunities to open branch establishments 
'in this country; they are only waiting for 
' the proposed rate of duty to become a law. 

The main expense in producing a new 
postcard is in the artist's design and the 
engraving of the stone. This they propose 
to do tn Germany and have the engraved 
stone shipped over and only the press work 
will be done here. If American manufac- 
turers are under the impression that by put- 
ting the tariff hizh they can shut out German 
competition they are figuring without their 
host. Another consideration which will in- 
duce German manufacturers to transplant 
factories is that they can obtain an American 
copyright on their designs, which heretofore 
has been impossible. Most all of the Amer- 
ican postcard manufacturers copy German 
designs and thus, by eliminating the large 
expense of creating original designs and sav- 
ing an-artist’s pay. they are able to compete 
successfully. When the German manufac- 
turer obtains an American copyright he Is 
protected against this. 

American manufacturers should think 
twice before insisting on a prohibitive tariff. 
If the proposed high duty is adopted they 
will have to meet capable German manufac- 
turers on their own ground. The small Ger- 
man manufacturer will be left out in the cold, 
but the real competition will only begin when 
the large makers establish themselves in this 
country. H. A. H.

tor on Electric Train. 


The Iudiana railroad commission, in ses- 
sion at Michigan City yesterday for the pur- 
pose of inquiring into Saturday night's wreck 
on the South Shore road near Chesterton, ' 
Ind., broke down a part of the story told by 
Conductor Kinney. It is expected that tha 
board will recommend some drastic changes 
in the system of operating the line. 

Conductor Kinney was removed from the’ 
hospital to the company’s genera! office and 
for two hours was given a rigid examination, 
Albert Zink said he was a passenger on Kin- 
néey’s car, and that the car stopped at Dune 
Park, a station 250 feet east of Wilson siding 
and between that point and the scene of the 
wreck. Zink said one man got off the east 
bound car at that time. He also said he was 
sitting in the last seat, and Kinney did notgp 
through the car just previous to the crash... 

General Manager H. U. Wallace said the. 
construction of the interurban cars andthe. 
system of operation were considered the best. 
of the kind. Asked as to directors, Mr. Wal- 
lace said he did not know who they are.

The merger of the Mexican lines is to be ac 
complished through the Southern Pacific 
Railroad of Mexico company, organized t0- 
day under the laws of New Jersey. with au- 
thorized capita! stock of $75 000,000. 


It fs not proposed merely to take over the ~\ 


stocks of the several companies which now 
hold title to the Southern Pacific's Mexican 
lines. but actually to merge these lines and 
place the title to them with the New Jersey 


corporation.

Restigouche, in Lead at the Mile 
Post, Falters Gradually and 
| Drops Behind. 


- New York, June 24.—Fits Herbert, the stur- 
dy 3 year old ‘son of Ethelbert—Morganatio, 
easily won the Suburban handicap today 
from six other starters, the field being one of 
ithe smallest that have ever contested for the 
honors of the classic event of the American 


turf. 

Bearing the colors of Sam Hildreth, the 

sleek brown horse, with Eddie Dugan up, 
went the distance of a mile and a quarter in 
203%, which is only two-fifths of a second 
slower than the record for the event hung 
up by that sterling handicap horse, Ballot. 
The 4 year old Alfred Noble was second, fin- 
ishing six lengths behind the winner, and 
Fayette, a smart 3 year old, was third. 
' Fitz Herbert and the 4 year old Restigouche 
were coupled in the betting, and were the 
‘favorites for the race at 4to 5. Hildreth de- 
clared ‘to win with Restigouche, but the son 
of Commando could not stand the strain and 
stopped at the mile. Fitz Herbert then came 
on and won by himself, as the turfmen Bay. 


Ten Thousand See Race. 

A scant 10,000 persons witnessed the twen- 
ty-sixth running ofthe race. The racing path 
‘was dry and dusty under a relentless sun and the 
track was fast. The fairly filled grand stands, 
the empty fleld stand, which was not thrown open 
to the public, made the day in some respects but 
2 reflection of the Suburban days of Salvator, 
Henry of Navarre. and Imp. 

The barrier flashed and Fitz Merbert came out in 
front, clesely followed. by Alfred Noble, Fashion 
Plate, Restigouche, King’s Daughter, and Fay- 
ette in the .ordér of.their naming. Jockey Mc- 
Carthy urged Alfred Noble quickly into the lead 
and Burns, on Restigouche, accepting the cHal- 
lenge. carrted his mount alongside the flying Al- 
fred Noble. So they went to th quarter, with 
Fits Herbert. running third and Jockey Dugan 
helding him tn. 

‘It’s Restigouche,”’ cried the crowd as Hil- 
dreth’s horse took the lead at the half mile about 
haif a length ahead of Alfred Noble, which was 
three lengths jn front of Fitz Herbert. Dugan still 
held the 3 year old in and watched the two leaders 


struggling ahead. 
Restigouche Leads at Mile. 


Into the mile they came. Restigouche still in the 
lead but faltering. His jockey went to the whip 
but the 4 year old had not an ounce more of 
strength tod help him maintain the struggle 
Restigouche was plainly beaten and Dugan then 
set out on his stable mate, Fitz Herbert. to win. 

Swinging into the stretch, Fitz Herbert came out 
in front with such a burst of speed that it vir- 
tually carried the other contenders off their feet 
Unchallenged now, the horse steadily increased 
his lead. Behind Alfred Noble fought on gamely, 
but to no purpose. Fayette rushed out ahead of 
the tiring Restigouche and King's Daughter in the 
stretch and took third place. 

Fitz Herbert ran to the finish line six lengths 
ahead of Alfred Noble, while five lengths away 
was Fayette. Far in the rear King's Daughter, 
the western crack. Restigouche. and. Fashion 
Plate plunged along in the smothering dust, finish- 
ing in the order named.
